Dear Editor: 

We who sre leaving for 
the Tule Lake center feel 
that as segregees, we are 
demonstrating our loyalty 
in a difficult if not pain- 
ful manner, Basically, none 
of us wish to be mistreated, 
Bencath our vhysical ex- 
terior, wo have a firn bo- 
lief that wo too are up- 
holdins thoso edicts of tho 
amcrican Constitution by 
protcsting their misinter- 
pretations by the govern- 
nent asencics. 


We do not vish to seo 
the failure of an American 
ideal but evacuation brought 
just that. It involved our 
homes, our fortunes and the 
lives thet we live as has 
been shown since the onset 
of the forced migratim. 

Our fault is that we 
have chosen the hard way 
without understanding the 
immediate consequences in 
our own lives, because we 
ned a deep feeling of in- 
justice without being fac- 
tually analytical of the

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EDITORIAL 
TAREWELL SEGREGEES 


Since the fate-determininzg day in Docenber, 1941 
and the temporary halt of the inevitable assim ulation 
of the Japanese minority into the American society be- 
cause ot the evacuation in April-May of 1942, we havo 
marked 16 months of wasted time in the relocation cen- 
ters. Thero have been some compensating factors but 
what little wo have gained has not offset the tremen- 
dous loss that accompanied tho transplantation of a 
hundred thousand people of a minority group from tho 
fortility of u vital economic and social life to tho 
sterile oxistence of WRA projects. 

OF late, the stabilizing force of resottloment into 
outside conmunities hive begun to mike itself felt. 
Froa this’ center es well as others, we havo bid fam- 
wcll cach duy to a stcady flow of Japanese-Americéns 
streuming out to once ugain ussert thoir cleim to the 
American heritago thet heve been thoirs. News reports 
from seattoread pleces indicate that they have largoly 
Succeeded. For thesa pcople, the evacuation was u 
temporury tragedy. 

However, on Tuesday, the first of the 920 repatri- 
ates and expatriates will begin their journey to Tule 
lake where they will stey for the duration of the war. 
These people have often beon temed as ‘'disloyals' and 
'pro-Japst but it is to be questioned whothsr such in- 
discriminate uso of the terms is justified or not. 
Before evacurtion 2 vust mijority of the Tulo-bouùd 
would havo ocatrusted the futuro to thoir livos to the 
United States, but now for nearly a thousand indivi- 
duals the tost of evacuation was too great a blow to 
bear, 

Tuosday, tho train will carry away from Rohwor meny 
of ow neighbors and friends who after three decados 
of toil have decided that their pl:ce is not in Amri- 
It will «lso carry Japaneso-Amoericans who wish to

be with their perents; it will carry others who aro 
oxpetriating to protest the unfairnoss that caused 


only the Japanose to be ovacuated from the coast. 

If anything can be termed a tragedy, if anything 
can be called a mistake; it :my be said that the repa- 
triation and exputriation of these people is a tragedy 
that was brought about by the mistake of ovacuation.

TO THE RESIDENTS: 


It is realized both by this office and tho entira 
WRA organization that the segregation movements such 
as to be mada by the group which is leaving this Con~ 
ter on Tuesday, Soptomber 14, is causing considerable 
inconvenicnce und many huwen problems for those who 
are being segregated. I should like to omphesizo the 
fact thet no one inthe WRa organizetion looks upon 
Tul? Lake as a place for criminals or a place of pun- 
ishment. It is the sincere belief however that the 
segregation program will be of bencfit to the Japaneso 
Americans es ea whole. 

I wish to take this mecns of expressing my farcwell 
to these people going on the first train. I want to 
express @lso my appreciation for their cooporation 
during tho time they heave been in this Center. All the 
appointed personnel will want to join me in thanking 
the segregation committec, the council mombers, the 
block menagers and oticrs in hundling the details of 
the segregution movement.
